Set Up At Meet (Elected Today 


Schedules for winter and spring 
sports for the Coast division of the 
N.C.J.C.C. were adopted at a meet- 
ing held Monday at Menlo. Hart- 
nell was represented by Coach Ed 
Adams, Coach Elliott Wilson, and 
Men’s Representative Bill Temple. 

Hartnell College will be the site 
of the conference tennis meet on 
April 27 and 28. In addition to 
this meet, Adams announced that 
Hartnell will also sponsor a small 
college invitational track meet here 
on April 21. Colleges with enroll- 
ments under 1,000 will be invited 
to participate, and already 12 
schools have agreed to take part. 

Santa Rosa was dropped from the 
Coast section of the N.C.J.C.C. and 


placed in the Big Six section, mak- 


ing it the Big Seven. Santa Rosa 
had requested the change, and the 
coast schools favored it, but the 
Big Six were lined up against the 
move. An over-all vote, with all 
three sections casting ballots, made 
the move official. 

Present alignment of N.C.J.C.C. 
finds San Francisco, San Mateo, 
Modesto, Stockton, Richmond, Sac- 
ramento, and Santa Rosa in the 
Big Seven. Shasta, Placer, Yuba, 
Grant, Vallejo, and Napa are in 
the Golden Valley section; and Ma- 
rin, Menlo, Mt. Diablo, Monterey 
and Hartnell make up the Coast 
section. 

Adams said he raised two issues 
concerning the actions of confer- 
ence members in noncompliance 
with conference rules. San Mateo 
changed the date of a recent foot- 
ball game and did not notify mem- 
bers of the league, and Stockton 
acted contrary to conference rules
